The fire, which was confined 
to the top floor of the five-story 
building, did damage estimated at 
$35,000 by Fire_Chief Frank Egen- 
riether. It blazed rapidly through 
a supply of kapok, a stuffing 
material, which was being re 
moved from surplus commodity 


life preservers. 

In panic, three persons leaped 
from a fifth-floor window, two of 
them landing on the pavement 
below and the third landing on 
a fire-escape platform on the 
fourth floor. Others, some scream- 
ing and pushing, managed to leave 
by the fire-escape, but «not until 
many were burned. At least 30 
Negro women workers were known 
to have been in the kapok work 
room when the blaze was dis- 
covered in the next room, where 

k was stored. 
a coroner’s office said the 
dead had been identified as Ella 
May Gillespie of 2808 _ Delmar 
boulevard, one of those who 
leaped from the window, and Lu- 
cille Augusta of 1430 North Fif- 
teenth street, whose body was 
found inside the building, after 
the fire. Both are Negroes. 

One of the two women who 
leaped to the street, Miss Ella 
Dixon of 1233 North Ninth street, 
was seriously hurt. 

Four Alarms Sounded. 

Four fire alarms were sounded, 
the first at 9:53 am. Twenty- 
three pieces of fire equipment re- 


sponded. In addition nearly 100).

our patrol wagons to be used as 
ambulances, were sent to the 
A large crowd gathered at 
Broadway and Franklin avenue 
to watch the fire which was ac- 
companied by dense smoke. One 
witness said the building 
“appeared to explode through the 
roof,” as seen from a block away. 
All of the workers hurt were 
Negro women employed by the 
feather firm. Eight of them, suf- 
fering severe burns and other 
injuries, remained at Homer G. 
Phillips Hospital. The others were 
treated at the hospital and re- 


leased. 

Fire Chief Egenriether said the 
cause of. the fire had not been 
determined. He listed damage to 
the contents of the building at 
$25,000 and to the building itself 
at $10,000. No damage was re- 
ported to have been done to the 
Koch Refwgerator Co. which 
shared the building with the 
feather firm. 

The fire was brought under con- 
trol at 10:30 o'clock, after it had 
burned through a portion of the 
roof at the rear of the building. 

Women who wete in the kapok 
room when the fire started said 
a shout went up, “There's a fire!” 
followed by a rush to the fire 
escape window. The two women 
who were reported to have fallen 
to the street apparently went to 
the wrong window.

Translation of Saga of Man’s — 
‘Miraculous Birth’ Attacked 


NEW YORK, July 8 (AP)—A 
Yale scholar’s translation of an 
inscription of an ancient clay tab- 
let as “the oldest known narrative 
of the miraculous birth of an ex- 
ceptional child” was termed “ab- 
surd” yesterday by Theodor H. 
Gaster, chief of the Hebraic sec- 
tion of the Library of Congress. 


Yale University announced in 
New Haven yesterday that Dr. 
Julian J. Obermann, professor of 
Semitic languages and director of 
Judaical research at Yale, had 
translated the saga of a certain 
Daniel, who lived more than 1000 
years before his namesake invaded 
the lions’ den, and how Daniel 
begot a son named Aghat. 

“Daniel wanted a son, 80 he slept 
for seven nights in the temple of 
a god named Baal,” Gaster said. 
“Baal told Daniel he had inter- 
ceded with the chief god, El, and 
El would see to it that Daniel had 
a boy. Daniel then rushed home, 
embraced his wife. He started 
counting months, and after a while 
a child was born. If that’s a 
miraculous birth, I don’t know 
what is.” 


The tablet bearing Daniel's saga 


was one of a number unearthed 
in a series of archeological ex- 
peditions begun in 1929 at Ras 
Shamra, site of the old city of 
Ugarit. 

Dr. Obermann said the Daniel 
story might easily be mistaken for 
a Biblical tale because of its sim- 
larity to stories in which a 
divine blessing restored tho viril- 
ity of an aged husband or cured 
the infertility .f a barren wife. 

Gaster said that the custom of 
going to temples to piay for the 
birth of sons was so commonplace 
that it was called “the rite of in- 
cubatio,” and that the arrival of 
children after such temple visits 
was not regarded as miraculous. 

At Yale, Dr. Obermann said 
that anyone wishing to criticize 
his translation of an inscription 
on a clay tablet unearthed in 
northern Syria ought to wait for 
publication of his forthcoming long 
study of the stbject. Everything 
would be clear.d up in a few days, 
he promised, when the journal of 
the American Oriental Society 
publishes the translation “in the 


greatest detail,” 


BOARD REDUCES 
SENTENCES. OF 
20000 SOtBIERS 


Capstone of Military 
Justice. ° 


WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP)— 
The sentences of almost 20,000 
soldiers convicted of seriovs of- 
fenses, mostly in wartime, have 
been reduced by a special War 
Department clemency advisory 
board, 

Former Supreme Court Justice 
Owen J. Roberts, head of the ad- 
visory board, reported the clem- 
ency action to Under Secretary of 
War Kenneth C, Royall in a re- 
port made public yesterday. Rob- 
erts asserted that “clemency is 
and always has been the capstone 
of the whole system of military 
justice.” 

He added that judgment of the 
Army’s system of justice should 
be based on sentences as finally 
fixed, rather than on punishment 
imposed by courts martial. Con- 
gress has been critical of the 
Army system. 

Roberts’s report disclosed that 
almost a third of 22,500 prisoners 
whose cases were reviewed up to 
June 30 already have been freed 
and that another third is sched- 
uled to be released within the next 
year. 

More than 32,000 additional pris- 
oners have been restored to duty 
before expiration of their sen- 
tences, giving them the opportu- 
nity to earn honorable discharges. 

The report was made public by 
Royall, who had acknowledged 
earlier that many court-martial 
sentences were too severe, “if you 
leave out of. account the Army 
plans of restoration and clem- 
ency.” 

Royal termed the report an out- 
standing and “perhaps a unique 
accomplishment in the field of pu-

Although prices on cheaper 
grades of cattle were off, a choice 
lot of steers brought $22 per hun- 
dredweight, equaling the record 
price set last Wednesday, 

Hog Prices Up. 

Hog prices were up 10 to 15 cents. 
There were 9500 salable head, 
compared to 1900 a week ago. 
Sheep receipts were estimated at 
4800, nearly five times last Mon- 
day’s total. Salable calves totaled 
2500, and veal calves were up 25 
cents, bringing a top of $19.50. 

The heavy shipments caused an 
early morning traffic jam on the 
East Side, trucks being lined up 
for six blocks along St. Clair 
avenue, 

Although receipts were extremely 
heavy, prices still ranged con- 
siderably above the old OPA ceil- 
ing of $17.90 on cattle and calves, 
and it remained to be seen 
whether retail prices would drop 
in any degree comparable to the 
sharp rise which followed aboli- 
tion of ceiling controls,

Letter to Truman. 

The committee disclosed it had 
Grafted a letter to President Tru- 
man accusing him of “flagrant, 
empty and irresponsible state- 
ments.” 

The note was in reply to a 
White House statement last Tues- 
day to the effect that the United 
States' was prepared to assume 
technical and financial responsibil- 
ity for the transportation of 100,- 
000 European Jewish refugees to 
Palestine in accordance with re- 
cent recommendations of the Brit- 
ish-American inquiry committee. 

The Arab committee said it 
“would have liked to ignore this 
Jast statement and attach no im- 
portance to it—coming as it does 
at a time when President Truman 
is begging for Jewish votes in the 
forthcoming presidential election.” 

“We wish to remind the Presi- 
dent, however,” the note added, 
“that if he is really genuine in 
sympathizing with the Jews and 
their plight in Christian Europe, 
we advise him to open his White 
House doors to them or the doors 
of his American continent, which 
ean absorb not only 100,000 but 
millions of them.”  ,

“Men need as never before the 
splendor and fruit of tliness,” 
the Pope declared. “Nations and 
peoples will learn from her-—who 
ardently loved her fatherland and 
spread the treasures of her char- 
ity and her labors even to other 
lands—that they are called to con- 
stitute a single family that must 
not be divided in ambiguous and 
stormy rivalry, nor dissolve itself 
in eternal hostilities.” 
Pageantry and religious symbol- 
ism in the brilliantly lighted St. 
Peter's basilica brought to a close 
the process of canonization by 
which for the first time a citizen 
of the United States was elevated 
to sainthood in the Roman Cath- 
olic church. 
40,000 at Ceremonies. 
The majestic rites began at 8:15 
a.m. with more than 40,000 faith- 
ful from Rome and all over the 
world in attendance. Among the 
worshippers were nung of the mis- 
sionary sisters of the et Heart, 
founded by Saint Frances Xavier 
as she will now be called. 
Saint Frances Xavier died in 
Chicago Dec. 22, 1917. Her order 
had established charitable institu- 
tions in many cities of the United 
States, in London and Paris and 
in Buenos Aires and Rio de Ja- 
neiro. 
The peal of silver trumpets at 
8:45 a.m. heralded the Pope’s en- 
trance into the basilica. He was 
borne upon his portable throne at 
the head of a cortege of Cardinals 
— other high church functiona- 
ries, 
Among them were the members 
of the Sacred Congregation of 
Rites, which in 1933 inaugurated 
the examination of the cause for 
the beatification and eventual 
canonization of the frail daugh- 
ter of an Italian farm family who 
became a naturalized citzen of the 
United States. 
Pope Pronounces Sainthood, 
At 9:10 a.m. the Pope, stand- 
ing at the altar of the chair while 
the Cardinals and other prelates 
bared their heads, pronounced the 
formula proclaiming Mother Ca- 
brini a saint. It began with the 
words “in the most-holy name of 
the Trinity and the holy apostles 
Peter and Paul...” 
In the brilliantly: lighted ba- 
silica, hung with red damask, 
were two Italian laborers whose 
healing after prayers to Mother 
Cabrini was accepted as a miracu- 
lous cure in the cause for her 
canonization. 
They were Paolo Pezzini, who 
was cured in 1939 after years of 
serious illness, and Ettore Pagett, 
whose foot ailment went away in 
the same year he had prayed to 
Mother Cabrini. 
Carlo Cardinal Salotti, prefect 
of the congregation of rites, ex- 
pressed thanks, and the Pope in- 
toned the ancient Latin hymn of 
praise to God—the Te Deum. 
Then the Pontiff spoke in Latin 
of the life of St, Frances Xavier— 
“a humble child who distinguished 
herself not by tribute or richness 
of power, but by virtue.” 
From Mother Cabrini’s earliest 
years, said the Pope in his homi- 
ly, she maintained the candor of 
innocence, and with the advance- 
ment of the years, prompted by 
instinct, dedicated her entire life 
to divine service and the greater 


glory of God. 

Stren of Spirit. 

“Although her constitution was 
very frail, her spirit was endowed 
with such singular strength 
knowing the will of God in her 
regard, she permitted nothing to 
impede her from accomplishing 
what seemed beyond the strength 
of a woman,” the Pope declared. 
“She gathered endangered youth 
in safe houses, and taught them 
holy and rightful principles, She 
consoled the spirit of the im- 
prisoned, giving them the comfort 
of life eternal, and urging them 
to resume the right path and to 
remake an honest life. 
“She consoled the sick and the 
infirm gathered in hospitals, and 
cared for them assiduously. Es 
pecially toward immigrants, who 
had left their own homes, did she 
extend a friendly hand, q shelter- 
san Big or relief and help.”

Urges Authority Be Autonomous Since Its

NEW YORK, July 8 (AP)—Dr.

He pointed out that such an 
agency would be concerned with

Council has jurisdiction. 
“The misuse of atomic energy,” 
Evatt said, “by a member or the 
breach of the atomic energy 
treaty might suggest the exist- 
ence of a threat to the peace or

U. 8. to Outline Plans to Enforce 
‘' Atom Control. 

NEW YORK, July 8 (AP)—The 

United States prepared to submit 

a new memorandum to the United 


Nations Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion today containing specific 
proposals for the enforcement of 
atomic control regulations and 
outlining possible penalties for 
violations. 

The staff of the United States 
representative, Bernard Ba- 
ruch, put the document into final 
form. The commission’s six-na- 
tion sub-committee scheduled an 
afternoon session to resume dis- 
cussions on this phase of the con- 
trol problem. 


The new United States memo- 
randum, amplifying previous dec- 
larations on enforcement and 
penalties, was understood to pro- 
pose that the contemplated Atom- 
ic Development Authority be given 
power to impose all penalties ex- 
cept for violations actually threat- 
ening world peace, 

A delegate, who did not wish to 
be identified, said all members of 
the commission, including the 
United States, were agreed that 
serious violations were a matter 
for the Security Council to han- 
dle. 

Under the United States propos- 
als, the authority would be given 
the right to impose penalties for 
lesser violations without referring 
them to’ the Security Council. 
These penalties would include such 
measures as denial or revocation 
of licenses to produce atomic en- 


ergy. 

The suggestions were expected 
to meet opposition from some 
delegates, especially Russia, 
France and Poland, who are 
known to favor placing all en- 
forcement measures in the hands 


.of the Security Council.

Mangled Submersible’s Heavy 
Hull Withstood Blast of 
Atom Bomb.

all outward appearances a total 
wreck after the atomic blast a 
week ago, came back today and

W. H. P. Bilandy 
boarded the Skate to see what 
was keeping it afloat. It had taken 
the atomic blow estimated at 500 
pounds per square inch and had 
been so thoroughly mangled top- 
sides that it was beached lest it 
sink, 

But not even the atom bomb’s 
power had been able to crush the 
heavy hull. which permits sub- 
marines of the Skate’s class to 
submerge hundreds of feet. 

“Inside her,” Blandy said, “you'd 
never have known there had been 
an atomic bomb blast.”

Huey, of Cisco, Tex., the Skate’s 
skipper, and his crew were s0 
proud of their vessel that they 
wanted to sail it back to the 
United States without repairs.

' “They have followed the same 
pattern in East St. Louis and De- 
catur, Illinois,” they charged, 
“and the crisis will come when 
they ask for a fare increase or 
restrictions on the existing pass 
service,” 

Barak T. Mattingly, St. Louis 
counsel for the National City 
Lines, retorted that these were 
“wild statements pulled out of a 
cloud somewhere.” 

He had told the commission ear- 
lier that the three concerns 
named by the witnesses soon 
would merge their resources and 
said the application of National 
City Lines to purchase the St. 
Louis Public Service Co. stock 
from the Andover Finance Co. 
was a “formality.”

Fails to Protect U.S. 
Minorities, Incites to 


Disunity. 


CLEVELAND, July 8 (AP) — 
The National Lawyers Guild yes 
terday denounced Attorney Gen- 
eral Tom C. Clark and asserted it 
would ask for his removal from 
office unless “he reverses the 
policies of the Department of 
J-stice.” _ 

In a sharply worded resolution, 
adopted at the closing session of 
the Guild’s tenth annual conven- 
tion, the group took issue with 
a speech made by Clark before 


the Chicago Bar Association June 
21, and criticized what it termed 
his “failure as Attorney General 
to protect the rights of minori- 
ties.” 

The resolution declared: 

“The Attroney General's ad- 
dress is an insult to the legal 
profession. It seeks to intimi- 
date lawyers into an abandon- 
ment of the most precious func- 
tion of their calling. namely the 
vitalization of democracy 
through a defense of democratic 
rights. 

“The charges of ‘conspiracy’ 
which the Attorney Genera) has 
made are incitements to repres- 
sion typically resorted to by 
demagogues, The assertion that 
the American people have ex- 
hausted their patience ig a so- 
licitation of violence and of 
lynchings made familiar by the 
rantings of Hitler. 

“Incitement to Disunity.” 

“The speech is a plain incite- 
ment to disunity. It invites a 
witch-huni against labor unions 
and their members; it seeks to 
promote intolerance of demo- 
cratic rights by suggesting that 
the efforts of certain groups to 
viniicate their rights are insin- 
cere and artificially stimulated 
by outsiders of ulterior pur- 
poses; it seeks to set in motion 
a purge of lawyers who serve 
minority groups. These charges 
are in the shameful traditions 
of Bilbo and Rankin. 

“The reasons for the Attor- 
ney General's assertion that the 
complaints of minority groupe 
of vio.ations of civil rights are 
a ‘nlot’ conceived by outsiders 
he in his own failure as Attor- 
ney General to protect those 
rights.” 

Clark, in his speech before the 
Chicago Bar Association, said that 
one of the greatest dangers, in his 
opinion, to “civil liberties of our 
fellow citizens and one which 
should be taken literally by all the 
members of our profession,;.is the 
method of Communism and Fas- 
cism to shackle democracy by in- 
direction.” 

He asserted “we know full well 
what Communism and Fascism 
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practice — sometimes one taking 
the cloak of the other,” and as 
serted that “in the black bible of 
their faith they seek to ca 

the important offices in the labor 
unions, to create strikes and dis- 
sensions,'and to barriers to 
the efforts of lawful authorities to 
maintain civil peace,” : 


Later, his speech, Clark 
spoke of the responsibility of law- 
yers in guarding civil liberties. 
He said he did not believe in 
purges because they the 
dark and hideous deeds of Com- 
munism and Fascism.” 

“But,” he added, “I do believe 
that our bar associations, with 
a strong hand, should take those

Charges Prejudice Against Jews. 


May said he had reason to be- 
lieve that certain Army officers 
opposed giving contracts to the 
Tllinois companies on ground “they 
did not want to deal with. ‘damn 
Jews and kikes.’” 


“It seemed to me, and I have 
not changed my viewpoint,” he

bow the knee and follow direc- 
tions.” 

May told the House, too,” that 
he never indorsed any check to 
the Cumberland Lumber Co., “A.J. 
May, president.” One check put 
into the Mead committee’s records 
bore such an indorsement. 

May  inferentially criticized 
Mead, then said: “But for the 
rules of comity between the two 
houses of Congress and the fact 
that I desire to exercise proper 
restraint and remain a gentleman, 
the chips certainly would fall here 
this afternoon.” 

(The rules of Congress forbid 
any member of either house to 


criticize members of the other 
house.) ) 

May spoke for 39 minutes. When 
he finished, some members ap- 
plauded and several walked up 
and shook his hand. 


Mead’s Statement, 


In his statement to the com- 
mittee, Chairman Mead said: 


“He (May) was not under oath. 
He left the impression with the 
committee that he made a few 
disinterested telephone calls that 
were more or less incidental. Tes- 
timony has since revealed that 
he made many telephone calls 
which were repetitious and trou- 
blesome. 


“The committee has invited him 
to testify in open session and give 
whatever information he may, 
have, but. he has so far failed to 
accept that invitation.” 


The committee has _ received 
testimony from Army ordnance 
officers that May repeatedly im- 
portuned them to give contracts 
to the Illinois combine. The inter- 
locked companies received more 
than $78,000,000 in contracts and 
their officers were paid salaries 
which Mead called “war hernsessls 
ing at its worst.” 


Mead said it was his under- 
standing that May had requested 
that the June 4 testimony be made 
public and further that he had 
“intimated that it was to be his 
answer.” 

Checks Not Mentioned. 

When the committee heard 
May, Mead said, it was at May's 
request, and no mention was made 
of the Erie basin or Batavia Metal 
Products Co. checks, which fig- 
ured in public testimony as having 
been given to the Cumberland 
Lumber Co, of Prestonsburg, Ky., 
for lumber which was never de- 
livered, 


Further, Mead said, “no mention 
was made of the signatures of A. 
J. May which appeared on the 
backs of some of the checks.” 
May was not cross-examined, 
Mead added, 


The committee has received in 
evidence a certificate, filed with 
the Kentucky Secretary of State, 
designating Andrew J. May as 
agent for the Cumberland Lumber 
Co. Incorporation papers.in Dela- 
ware listed the lumber company’s 
president as Henry Garsson, who 
was also the principal figure in 
the Illinois combine, 

A check from one of the muni- 
tions firms paid to the lumber 
company, introduced in evidence 
Saturday, bore the indorsement 
“A, J: May, president.” 

Charge of Intimidation. 
Mead assailed what he declared 
was an attempt by public rela- 
tions representatives of Henry 
Garsson’s interests to “intimi- 
date and coerce a Senate commit- 
tee. 

Mead read from a newspaper, 
which he did not identify, a re- 
port which Mead attributed to 
Garsson’s representatives, that 
Secretary of War Patterson had 
records of telephone conversations 
in which Mead, President Truman 
and Senator Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, had attempted to inter- 
vene on behalf of war contractors. 
The reference to Truman was in 
his capacity as a former Senator. 

Mead said the committee had 
communicated with Patterson and 
“Secretary Patterson denied that 
he had any part” in the report. 
Mead added: 

- “He denied that he ever hada 
any records of conversations with 


Truman, Mead or Ferguson, and 
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he said that he had never used 
a recording device. 

“If the publicity department of 
the Garsson industries continues 
the technique of intimidation and 
coercion in an attempt to prevent 
the functioning of a Senate tom- 
mittee it will have ample oppor- 
tunity to explain where it got its 
information.” 

O’Connell testified that the offer 
of the campaign job, at $10,000 a 
yedr, came from Fields, whom he 
described as a close friend of Joe 
Freeman, Washington agent for 
the munitions combine. 

Fields’s name originally came 
into the committee’s investigation 
when Senator Mitchell asserted 
that Fields attempted to “bribe” 
him into interceding with the 
committee on behalf of the Erie 
Basin company. Mitchell _ said 
Fields offered him a $5000 “cam- 
paign contribution.” 

Fields on “Extended Trip.” 

Chairman Mead announced that 
an effort was being made to sub- 
pena Fields, but that his office re- 
ported he is on an extended trip. 


The committee has received tes- 
timony that the Illinois combine 
received more than $78,000,000 in 
war contracts, and that May 
pressed Army Ordnance officers 
to award contracts to it. 


O’Connell identified a picture of 
Fields, published in the Washing- 
ton Times-Herald today, as a like- 
ness of the man who offered him 
the New Mexico political post. 

O’Connell said Martinez, whom 
he had, considered one of his best 
friends, and Fields called on him 
in his Chicago hotel last Dec. 5. 
He quoted Fields as saying that 
Senator Chavez (Dem,), New 
Mexico, had told him “they were 
going to run Joe Martinez for 
Governor of New Mexico.” Fields 
offered him a post as “a front 
man” to handle affairs in eastern 
New Mexico. 

(Mead announced that Senator 
Chavez had told him that the 
story was entirely false; that he 
had never talked to Fields and 
did not know him.) 

O'Connell telephoned George 
Meader, the committee’s counsel 
at Washington, telling him of the 
incident. Meader had the conver- 
sation taken down by a stenog- 
rapher and a transcription was 
put into the committee record in 
connection with O’Connell’s testi- 
mony. 

In that conversation, and in his 
testimony, O’Connell said that 
after the job offer Fields began 
talking about “the Garsson case” 
which he, O’Connell, was investi- 
gating. Murray Garsson and 
Henry Garsson were principals in 
the munitions combine. 


Wanted to “Get It Over.” 


The transcription quoted him as 
telling Meader: 

“Fields said since I was here on 
the Garsson case, he wished we 
would throw the whole book at 
them and get it over with. He said 
the only thing they wanted was to 
get it over. I said there was noth- 
ing I could do. I said the General 
Accounting Office was working on 
the audit and suggested that the 
only thing I could do would be 
to have them speed up.” 

O’Connell said Fields asked him 

specifically “What I could do to 
assist the Garssons in getting the 
auditors out of the plant.” O’Con- 
nell said he told Fields he (O’Con- 
nell) probably would go to the 
plants at Batavia, Ill., and Elgin, 
Tll., the next day to see ‘how the 
auditors were getting along and 
to find out when the audit would 
be completed. 
“I put on my hat and coat,” 
O’Connell recounted, “and Joe 
Martinez told me that he would 
like to have me leave for New 
Mexico between the second and 
fifth of January, that I would 
need air transportation money, 
and there handed me, as I was on 
my way out of the suite, five $100 
bills. , 


“. .. Prior to this time Fields 
had asked me to. be in Washing- 
ton this coming Monday to attend 
a meeting of the political cam- 
paigners which was to have been 
held in Senator Chavez's office. 

“T did not sense at the time 
that Fields had in mind that if I 
were to be -in Washington on 
Monday, the supposition was that 
I could close up the work of the 
auditors of General Accounting 
Office in Chicago this week (the 
week of Dec. 5). I assured Mr. 
Fields that such a thing was im- 
possible. and the matter was 

d 


dropped. 

O’Connell said he got to think- 
ing over the deal and went to 
Martinez’s hotel the next morn- 
ing, where, in the presence of 
Fields, he returned the five $100 
bills, 

“T assure you,” he added, “that 
they were returned with a terse 
statement that I had no desire to 
go to New Mexico.” 

May Denied Profit. 


Representative May told the 
committee last month that he 
never had any connection with 
the combine except to help. its 
principals make a timberland deal 
at no profit to himself. 

May, in a transcript of his state- 
ment made public yesterday by 
the committee at his request said 
he “paid out every dollar” that 
he handled in the deal. He added 
that he had given the committee 
vouchers to show what was done 
with the money. 

May told the committee on June 
4 thet none of the principals of 
the munitions concerns ever came 
to see him about war contracts 
until after the current inquiry got 
under way, and that visit was 
made to find out if there was an 
investigation going on. 

Ignorant of Contracts, May Says. 

“I do not know what contracts 
they had with the War Depart- 
ment,” May said. “I had nothing 
to do with procuring them or ex- 
ecuting them, or anything connect- 
ed with the management.” 

“You never aided them in their 
contracts with the War Depart- 
ment or made contacts: for them 
over there?” Meader pressed the 
point. 

“IT may have called somebody 
for them at sometime for an en-

Bank Requirement, 

“This I did for the reason that 
the bank required me to guaran- 
tec payment of the check by my 
personal indorsement on the 
check, which was immediately 
used for and every dollar paid out 
on obligations of the lumber com- 
pany.” 

It was brought out in the tran- 
script that* May appeared at his 
own request. 


May told the Mead committee 
that he had had “a casual ac- 
quaintance with Joe Freeman and 
Murray Garsson for several years, 
and for a somewhat shorter time 
I have known Henry Garsson.” 

Henry Garsson has been de- 
scribed in testimony as_ the 
“brains” of the munitions combine 
which centers around the Erie 
Basin and Batavia companies. 
Murray Garsson is another princi- 
pal stockholders. 


“1 am not and never have been 
financially interested in the said 
lumber company,” May testified, 
“or any other company owned by 
Freeman and Garsson, nor have I 


| 


ever received any sum or amount 
from either of them for services 
or any other purposes.” 

May related that Freeman came 
to him—about three years ago, he 
believed, and wanted help to buy 
timber for war work. May ex- 
plained that he had been in the 
timber business for years and was 
a logical man to see about such a 
proposition. 


He said he obtained an option 
on a Kentucky tract owned by 
the Mineral Development Co. of 
Philadelphia, and turned it over 
to “Freeman and Garsson.” Pre- 
sumably this was Henry Garsson 
who, May said he believed, was 
the real owner of the Cumber- 
land company organized for the 
timber deal. May said he was 
named Kentucky agent for the 
company, on whom legal proceses 
could be served, only on the prin- 
cipals’ insistence that they must 
have somebody. Its manager be- 
gan to sell the output on the open 
market. “only shipping small 
quantities to Garsson, and this re- 
sulted in a suit by the owners of 
the property and the sale of the 
property to Mr. Brown, the new 
operator.” There was no further 
identification of Brown in the 
record. 


Handled Deferred Payments. 


May said he did not handle the 
original down payment. of more 
than $11,000 for the timberland, 
but. four deferred payments of 
$2500 each were transmitted |; 
through him, merely being relayed 
to the sallers. 

May said he thought he handled 
about $31,000 of Garsson money for 
the lumber company, paying it all 
out on company business. Out- 
side of the purchase money pay- 
ments, he said, the funds came 
from $48,634 in advances from the 
Erie Basin and Batavia companies 
for lumber to be delivered later. 

(According to the United Press, 
May’s statement to the committee 
on June 4 said that he was the 
only person authorized to draw on

$23,000 Returned After Inquiry. 


Edward Schaffer, of the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office, testified 
Saturday that as of last April no 
lumber had been delivered on the 
advances. It was also testified 
that $23,000 of the advances had 
been returned to the munitions 
makers since Schaffer examined 
the books in April. 

May said the suit against the 
timberland operator was brought 
on his advice when lumber deliv- 
eries turned out to be small. 

Despite May’s statement, Sena- 
to Mitchell yesterday renewed his 
insistence that the Congressman 
be called for open testimony. 

Before May's statement was 
made public Mitchell, a committee 
member with access to the June 
record, told a_ reporter his 
position had not been changed by 
May’s statement that, he had al- 
ready told about the affairs under 
scrutiny. 


BOARD REDUCES 
SENTENCES OF 
20,000 SOLDIERS

immediate postwar period, . includ- 
ing cases of soldiers sentenced 
overseas and being returned to the 
United States, 

The approximately 22,500 cases 
thus far reviewed were of men 
convicted by general courts-mar- 
tial and returned to the United 
States prior to May 1. The ad- 
visory board, formerly headed by 
Federal Judge Sherman Minton, 
started work after V-J day to “cor- 
rect injustices and inconsistencies” 
and was assisted by four special 
clemency boards. Each included a 
civilian penologist as chairman 


the bank account of the Cumber-ia combat officer and an officer 


detailed from the judge advocate 
general's department. 

“In about 85 per cent of the 
cases reviewed, sentences have 
been shortened and in the re- 
mainder no clemency was indi- 
cated,” Roberts said. 


Up to June 30, he estimated 
that almost one third of the 
prisoners had been released 
through termination or remission 
of sentences as fixed after clem- 
ency action, along with credit 
earned by good conduct during 
confinement. 


“Within another 12 months, an 
additional third will have left 
confinement, leaving only one 
third of the prisoners passed on 
by the boards in confinement on 
June 30,” he continued. “One 
third of this remainder will go 
out by December, 1947, and an- 
other third in 1948. 

“The relatively small number 
left will consist of prisoners con- 
victed of the most serious civil 
and military offenses, such, for 
example, as murder, rape and 
desertion to avoid hazardous 
duty.” 

Detailing the lengthy procedure 
followed in studying the cases, 
Roberts advised that “competent 
penologists have said that no pa- 
role board in the couatry had 
cases better prepared for presen- 
tation than the clemency boards.” 

Aside from Roberts, who be- 
came chairman last Nov. 14 when 
Judge Minton retired because of 
illness, members of the advisory 
board included: Austin H. Mac- 
Cormick, penologist, formerly 
New York city commissioner of 
correction; Col. Rufus 8S.

Rogge said, however, that for- 
mer Reichsmarshal Hermann 
Goering told him that the plan 
never was put into operation be- 
cause the “opportunity never pre- 
sented itself.” 

Commenting concerning a story 
from Frankfurt, Germany, that 
Goering tried to invest $50,000,- 
000 in American industry, Rogge 
told a reporter: 

“Goering was perfectly frank 
with us. This money didn’t in- 
volve industrial investments but 
an American political campaign. 
“He admitted it was to influence 
American elections, They wanted 
to make au effort to try to. de- 
feat President Roosevelt. But the 


s|Opportunity never presented it- 


self. 
“However, the sum wasn't $50,- 
000,000. More than that I cannot 
say at this time.” 

Rogge questioned high Nazis in 
Germany in an investigation that 
lasted many days and he sajd he 
believed all details of the Nazi 
plan had been uncovered. He is 
writing a 30,000 word report upon 
it, and other phases of the investi- 
gation, for Attorney General Tom 
Clark. 


Although Rogge declined to dis-

The Russians also proposed to 
limit the membership of commis- 
sions to handle peace treaties of 
Romania, Hungary, Italy and Fin- 
land in the plenary conference to 
nations which actually went to 
war against each of the countries. 

With a two-thirds vote, Russia 
and nations in its sphere of influ- 
ence would obtain a dominating 
voice in the final treaties for the 
Balkans. 

The Soviet news agency Tass, 
meanwhile, injected a new note of 
dissension into the proceedings by 
asserting that the British, Amer- 
ican and French representatives 
had begun “secret” talks concern- 
ing Germany from which Russia 
was being excluded. 

Tass said there was speculation 
in Paris that the reported talks 
“concern not only economic but 
also other questions.” 

Whether there was any founda- 
tion for the Tass report could not 
immediately be ascertained. There 
have been private meetings here 
outside the foreign. ministers’ coun- 
cil and government officials from 
Belgium and Czechoslovakia — 
countries that might have claims 
against Germany—have conferred 
privately with the ministers, in- 
cluding Molotov. There has been 
no official indication, however, of 
the nature of these talks. 

Tass, in its Paris dispatch, said 
that a French proposal, supported 
by Britain and the United Statés, 
for a steering committee com- 
posed of delegation chiefs at the 
peace conference would provide

All survivors of the July 1 Able 
Day air burst of the atomic bomb 
at Bikini will be used, he said, 
and one or two ships may be 
added. In the first test, five of 
the 73 target ships were sunk 
and most of the rest damaged in 
varying degrees. 

The targets which suffered the 
greatest hull and interior damage 
will be placed farthest from the 
bursting point in Test Baker, a 
shallow underwater explosion. The 
ships will be so arranged as to 
assure the survival of a consider- 
able number for Test Charley, a 
deep underwater burst planned 
for next spring. 

Comdr. Roger Revelle, a Navy 
oceanographer, said that Test 
Baker might blast a crater in the 
sea bottom 1000 feet across and 
50 to 100 feet deep. He said the 
first test had absolutely no effect 
on the lagoon floor or the coral 
formation of Bikini atoll. 
(Associated Press Science Writ- 
er Howard W. Blakeslee said Sun- 
day that the coral bottom of the 
lagoon had been smashed. This 
was deduced, he said, by the 
change in color of the lagoon wa- 
iter from its nornial dark emerald 
to light turquoise, which he said 
was characteristic of a disturb- 
ance of coral.) 

Berlyn Brixner, El Paso, Tex., 
a leading Los Alamos scientist, 
said that there will be “immense 
differences” between Test Baker 
and the four previous atomic de- 
‘tonations. The most marked dif- 
‘ference, he said, will be the “im- 
mense amount of water which will 
}go up into the air and return to 
|the surface.” He added that sci- 
entists expected an atomic cloud 
but not one similar to those ob- 
served at New Mexico, Hiroshima, 
Nagasaki and Bikini.

T is apparent that the gravity of the world food situation is not 


The wer left in its wake indescrib- 


Unprecedented drouths added to the generally 


chaotic conditions facing the liberated peoples who had been stripped of 
seed, fertilizer, tools and draft animals. Under these circumstances it 
was a foregone conclusion that they could not possibly meet their own 
‘meeds and that famine would be a serious threat to the world if imme- 


critical. 


There is a critical gap between 
world supply of and demand for 
bread grains, fats, oils, meat and 
dairy products. Upon our filling 
that gap depend the lives of mil- 
lions of people in Europe and the 
Far East. At a recent Food and 
Agriculture Organization meeting 
in Washington, an advisory group 
of experts informed the confer- 
ence that the food needs of im- 
porting countries will be thirty 
million metric tons and that there 
are only eighteen to twenty mil- 
lion metric tons in sight from 
the countries with exportable sur- 
pluses—notably the United States, 
Canada, Australia and the Argen- 
tine. 

Deficit in Wheat. 

The smallest deficit we can 
therefore expect in wheat or its 
equivalent is ten to twelve mil- 
lion metric tons. And the deficit 
can be kept down to that figure 
only if Europe and the Far East 
enjoy average weather and no un- 
foreseen circumstances interfere 
with prospective harvests. When 
you consider that a million metric 
tons of wheat can keep approxi- 
mately twenty million people alive 
for six months, you get some idea 
of what this deficit is going to 
mean to the world next year. 

The Department of Agriculture 
estimates that the new wheat 
crop in this country is nearly 
100,000,000 bushels below last 
year's record, 


Against the estimated crop of 
1,025,000,000, officials have stated 
that at least 1,250,000,000 bushels 
will be needed to supply unre- 
stricted domestic demands and 
foreign relief demands for the 
period July, 1946, to July, 1947. It 
is obvious that the 1946 wheat crop 
in this country will fall 225,000,000 
bushels short of the domestic de- 
mand and foreign relief require- 
ments even though the proposed 
allocation for foreign relief. is sub- 
stantially less than the already 
meager goal of 1945-46. 

If the gap between world supply 
nnd demand for 1946-47 is to be 
bridged, the most stringent con- 
servation measures must be intro- 
duced at once. Since cereals alone 
provide the calories capable of 
averting starvation, their conser- 
vation represents the very core of 
the problem. 

At. the UNRRA Council Session 
held at Atlantic City in March, I 
recommended that all countries 
adopt the maximum extraction 
rate in the milling of cereals; that 
the use of grains for beverages 
and other non-essential purposes 
be drastically curtailed; that as 
much grain as possible be diverted 
from animal to direct human con- 
sumption; and that all waste be 
eliminated immediately. The FAO 
made recommendations strongly 
reinforcing the views set forth by 
UNRRA in March and paid par- 
ticular attention to livestock feed- 
ing, recommending that bread 
grains be fed to livestock only 
under special circumstances; that 
dairy cows and draft animals re- 
ceive priority In any necessary 
feeding of coarse grains; that the 
feeding of grain to pigs and poul-' 
try be reduced to an absolute min- 
imum; and that price policies be 
put into effect encouraging the 
sale of crops and milk for direct 
human consumption as against 
livestock products other than milk, 


Domestic Distribution. 

The United States Government 
has, by the introduction of various 
measures, succeeded in increasing 
the grain tonnage available for 
export and has instituted controls 
over milling and baking which are 
tantamount to rationing on the 
producer level. ‘But no cor- 
responding restrictions have been 
placed on consumers with the re- 
sult that there is inequitable dis- 
tribution at home. Some people 
are getting all the bread they want 
while others, who cannot shop 
early, do not get their fair share 
and find that, while there is a 
shortage of bread, there is an ex- 
ceas of cake, pie and pastry, the 
cost of which is high and the pro- 
duction of which takes large 
amounts of sugar, eggs, butter or 
other fats, and a special pastry 
flour requiring a greater amount 
of wheat per pound than ordinary 
bread flour. 

Admittedly, there are adminis- 
trative difficulties associated with 
bread rationing, but, if the Gov- 
ernment is to fulfill its duty to 
help the people abroad and at 
the same time to look after its 
own people, a more equitable dis- 
tribution of flour and bread must 
be developed.. Further action 
should be-taken to work out allo- 
cations between the elevators and 
the mills, and between the mills 
and individual bakers. Steps 
should be taken to eliminate the 
use of flour for the production of 
luxury foods to whatever degree 
is necessary to ensure that suf- 
ficient bread is available for every- 
ne. 

To most of us, bread is merely 
the adjunct to a_ well-balanced 
meal. To the starving people 
abroad, it is literally the staff 


‘diate measures were not taken to solve the food problem. The tragic 
situation has not substantially improved. 


It is still indescribably 


of life. I believe that the Ameri- 
can people would willingly do 
with a little less bread and de- 
prive themselves of the luxuries 
of cakes and pies that their fel- 
low men overseas might have sus- 
tenance, 

At a meeting arranged by the 
Famine Emergency Committee of 
New York on June 21, Assistant 
Secretary of State William L. 
Clayton declared: “There has 
never been any real doubt that 
the American people are anxious 
to do their full share toward pre- 
venting starvation in any place in 
the world. ... Despite our utmost 
in this direction and in spite of 
the evidence of local shortages of 
bread and meat throughout this 
country, we are still by far the 
best fed nation in the world to- 
day! ... We are still consuming 
more food per person per day on 
the average than we ever 'con- 
sumed in prewar days.” 


Under these circumstances, one 
could hardly say that we were 
doing our utmost in the direction 
of preventing starvation abroad. 
Voluntary savings have failed to 
produce supplies sufficient to fill 
foreign food commitments. To ob- 
tain the necessary food for ship- 
ment abroad, the Government has 
been forced to put into effect 
some very definite control meas- 
ures on the production, manufac- 
turing and certain distinctive lev- 
els, Those measures have been ap- 
plauded by the majority of the 
American people who have con- 
sistently proven that they are far 
ahead of the Government in will- 
ingness to accept control measufes 
to prevent starvation overseas, 


For Rigid Allocations, 


If the people of this country are 
to get their fare share ‘of the 
available food supply and if we 
are to do our share in preventing 
mass starvation in Europe and 
Asia, more careful and rigid allo- 
cation techniques on behalf of the 
consumer must be employed by 
our Government. 


No matter what the ssible 
difficulties in the rationing of 
bread may be, these same diffi- 
culties do not exist in*the case 
of the rationing of meat, oils, 
fats, and dairy products. The gOv- 
ernment has recently instituted 
set-aside orders regarding these 
commodities, but they will last 
for a period of only 30 days. 
(Ge srnment buying of commodi- 
ties, excepting dairy products, for 
overseas hunger areas was halted 
July 1 to see what Congress does 
to revive price control.) It ap- 
pears tc me to be essential that 
the existing set-aside orders re- 
main in force until such time as 
an effective rationing system can 
be introduced to cover all those 
commodities, 


There is no possible doubt of 
the continuing need for these 
products for hungry people in the 
liberated countries. At the same 
time, it is: obvious that an effec- 
tive system of distribution must 
be worked out in our own coun- 
try if both our own people and 
the starving people abroad are to 
obtain their fair share of these 
products. Without rationing, 
these supplies will be dissipated 
and there may not be enough 
mote 5 for domestic use or foreign 
relief, 


Because of the grain crisis, 
European countries have had to 
cut back their livestock herds 
even below those levels produced 
by the war’s destruction. ‘As a 
result, they have no appreciable 
means of producing milk, meats 
or fat. They can get them. only 
from deliveries made possible by 
those more fortunate countries 
which escaped the physical as- 
sault of the common enemy. And 
they will have to receive supplies 
of these protective foods for 
many monchs to come, especially 
if millions of the world’s babies 
and childrcy are to grow into 
normal adulthood, 


Rationing Recommendations. 


4 strongly recommend the re- 
imposition of consumer rationing 
to provide equitable distribution 
of basic foodstuffs here at home, 
‘for I believe that we will need 
it if we are to do our full share 
in alleviating famine conditions 
during the next year. And I 
strongly recommend the retention 
and strengthening of  set-asides 
and other government procure- 
ment food controls now in effect 
regerdiess of the ability of 
UNRKA and other claimants to 
finance purchases in the immedi- 
ate period ahead. 


According to present plans, 
UNRRA is scheduled to go out 
of existence by the first quarter 
of 1947 and its financial position 
certainly prevents it from pur- 
chasing relief and rehabilitation 
surlies beyond the end of 1946. 
But human suffering does not 
end on a specified calendar day, 
and it is certain that relief prob- 
lems will still exist in those coun- 
tries dependent on UNRRA’s aid 
for a considerable period after

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Bikini Test ‘Immeasurably Increased’ 
Knowledge of Bomb, Scientist Says 


Monsanto Expert De- 
scribes Blast, Terms It 
Justified in Bettering 
Understanding of Nu- 
clear Explosions.

ly Sunday, June 23, I joined a 

r*ty of scientists aboard an 

f ted Air Transport Com- 
mand plane at the Washington 
airport to fly to Bikini Atoll in 
the Marshall Islands to attend 
Operation Crossroads. All of us 
were official observers for the 
Manhattan District and had 
worked on various phases of the 
atomic bomb project over the last 
several years. 
It was with a feeling of trepi- 
dation and expectancy ‘hat we 
boarded th> plane to fly 8000 
miles to witness the explosion of 
the fourth atomic bomb. While 
the first three bombs had awed 
the world and subjugated a na- 
tion this one was to be a acien- 
tific experiment on a grand scale 
to determine the effect of this new 
weapon on naval vessels and the 
various types of equipment used 
by the air forces, ground forces 
and service forces of the United 
States Army, It would also dem- 
onstrate whether redesign of 
naval vessels was necessary to 
meet this new threat. 
On Friday, June 28, the group 
flew over Bikini on the way to 
Kwajalein to get an air view of 
the position of all the target 
ship The central target ship, the 
U.S.S. Nevada, was easily distin- 
guished from the air. I was 
amazed at the size of the armada 
below us, even though I had 
known the number of ships that 
were to be irvolved. The Nevada 
was surrounded by battleships, 
carriers, cruisers, destroyers, sub- 
marines and transports. It seemed 
to me that the arrangement of 
the ships would make a very fair 
test for the bomb, though lim- 
ited to the effects of an air burst. 


Sailed From Kwajalein. 


We then proceeded to Kwaja- 
lein, where in the afternoon we 
boarded ship anc sailed for Bikini. 
We were beginning to suffer. from 
the heat and humidity, but speed- 
ing along through the night in a 
fast destroyer was a pleasant re- 
lief. 

We arrived at Bikini June 29 
and were transferred immediately 
to our base ship, the U.S.8S. Cum- 
berland Sound. This ship is a 
seaplane tender of about 14,000 
tons displacement, and our party, 
now consisting of 26 persons, 
crowded the vessel’s accommoda- 
tions. 

Bikini atol' is a typical Pacific 
‘sland. Originally of volcanic 
origin, coral reefs now form a 
cap on the submerged mountain 
and surround a large lagoon about 
21 miles in length and a little over 
half this distance in width. This 
lagoon is a shallow »asin about 
150 to 175 feet deep. ‘fhe island 
itself rises from a great depth. The 
target ships involved in the test 
occupied only a small section in 
the vast area. While creature 
comforts are at a premium in 
this hot and humid climate, a 
bathing beach was available and 
the officers’ club called “Up and 
Atom,” on the Bikin. islands 
served as a recreation center. 

During the long trip I had many 
opportunities to discuss with my 
companions their opinions as to 
the probable results of the tests. 
Some were optimistic, believing 
that practically all the ships would 
be badly damaged or sunk. 

Majority Pessimistic. 

However, the majority were 
quite pessimistic, believing that 
an air shot was not the most ef- 
ficient way of using an atomic 
bomb on naval ships. Since capi- 
tal ships are more vulnerable be- 
low the armor belt, an underwa- 
ter burst should be more devas- 
tating than an atomic bomb ex- 
ploding in the air over the con- 
gregation of ships. However, as 
a first test an air shot had the 
advantage of securing data on the 
effects of radioactivity on person- 
nel through exposure of animals, 
and also undamaged ships could 
be used for subsequent tests. 

Sixty-six ships of all types were 
used and elaborate preparations 
had been made to extract the last 
bit of information from this test. 
Technical groups had been work- 
ing for months in setting up va- 
rious test instruments located in 
ships in the lagoon and on Bikini 
island, Complicated timing mech- 
anisms, radio and television were 
set up to give the world on-the- 
spot news. 

The armada of ships looked even 
more impressive 
from sea level. 
where. 
ships well lighted, blinker lights 
sending their signals and search- 
lights scanning the heavens, one 
had to remind himself that this 
was not New York harbor but an 
out-of-the-way Pacific island which 
was to be the scene of an historic 
experiment. 

On Saturday afternoon our party 
was put ashore on Bikini island 
for a swim and a party at the 
“Up and Atom” club. This club 
is an open-sided structure built 
in a picturesque grove of palm 
and pandamus trees. All recrea- 
tional facilities are available. The 
heat was made bearable by the 
abundance of iced drinks. 

Target Ship. 
On Sunday, June 30, we were 
taken on a tour of the target area 
in small boats and boarded the 
target ship Nevada and the Jap- 
anese battleship Nagato. We were 
again to inspect these ships after 
the bombing. The Nevada was 
painted a bright orange with

On the topside, all types of 
Army and Navy equipment were 
placed to determine the effect of 
the atomic bomb, including air- 
planes, gasoline tanks, paint-test 
panels, fabrics, tanks, trucks and 
guns of all calibers. Animals were 
placed at strategic points in the 
ship to give data on the possible | 
effect radioactivity from the bomb 
would have on the crew if they 
were actually present. 

Only a fraction of the usual fuel 
was carried and a fraction of the 
usual amount of ammunition and 
explosives were left in the ship in 
order to lessen the possibility of 
fires and explosions which would 
vitiate the data expected from the 
test. Steam pressure was to be 
kept up in some ships. 

The Nagato, which was bombed 
in Tokyo Bay and fbadly damaged, 
still retained the typical Japanese 
smell. The Navy captain who 
had brought the ship from Japan 
had acquired a sentimental at- 
tachment for his vessel, as he had 
a wager with the captain of the 
Nevada that his ship would with- 
stand the blast better than the

Target on the Horizon. 

Able day, July 1, dawned bright 
and clear. We had been awak- 
ened at 4 a.m. for a physical mus- 
ter to check that everyone was 
aboard. At 5 a.m. we steamed 
out of the iagoon to take our sta- 
tion some 19 miles from Bikini. 
The meteorologists had reported 
the weather ideal and the bomb- 
ing would take place on schedule 
at 9 a.m. As the time drew close,

Nothing could be seen 
through these glasses but the sun, 
which looked like a pale moon. 
The loud speaker now began 
tolling the minutes. Everyone be- 
came tense and nervous and 
shifted around looking for the 
best position to view the phenom- 
enon.

Forty seconds later a sin- 
gle ball of white light appeared 
—many times the intensity of the 
sun, Then the ball expanded into 
a derby-hat-shaped cloud that was 
dark orange in color and streaked 
with dark red fingers of flames. 
The angry, boiling mass raced 
upward, forming. a stem from

U.S. Broadcasts 
In Russian to 
Begin Next Fall 


Moscow Has Not Ob- 
jected to Short Wave 
News and Commen- 
tary.

WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP) 


HE United States will begin 

broadcasting Russian language 

programs by short wave early 
next fall, according to plans now 
being perfected at the State De- 
partment. While officials are re- 
luctant to give out information 
pending final decisions, it is 
known that they estimate the Rus- 
sians may have as many as 75,000 
short wave receivers capable of 
picking up the programs. 

The broadcasts will consist most- 
ly o1 straight news reports with 
some commentary of a review and 
background nature. according to 
policy dgcisions thus far made, 
and there may be some broadcast- 
ing also of American music, main- 
ly folk music. 


Booster Station Needed. 

Already Assistant Secretary of 
State William Benton, in charge 
of information, has his staff 
working on two critical problems 
in preparation for the broadcast- 
ing. One is how to boost the sig- 
nals sent out from the United 
States so that they will be strong 
enough to be heard in Russia. 
This may be accomplished in part 
by using a wartime relay station 
at Algiers which helps send mes- 
sages to the American Embassy 
at Moscow. 

The other problem is the devel- 
opment of a Russian language 
staff familiar with the ideas and 
idiom of the modern Russian. Evi- 
dently White Russian exiles and 
persons who have turned against 
the Soviet Union would not be 
qualified and the field of com- 
petent people is limited. 

At present Britain alone among 
the great western powers is broad- 
casting to Russia. The French 
have announced a plan to start 
programs soon. The Russians 
have not objected in either case 
and American officials expect that 
they will raise no opposition to 
broadcasting from the United 
States.

The stock market soared and then subsided back to where it 
started from, Cattle, hog, grain, cotton, and other commodity prices 
advanced. Rents shot up here and there. The House of Representa- 
tives, badly scared, rushed through a 20-day extension of. OPA 
to allow time for its reincarnation. But the unhurryable Senate 
went through its customary parliamentary procedures, Department

electric appliance manufacturers 


announced they would hold the line—at least temporarily. 


Yet, even if Congress revives 
OPA, OPA will never be the same. 
It may continue to restrain prices 
from rising too fast, but it will 
not stop the rise. That has been 
OPA’s function historically. But 
since the first of the year, the 
rise has speeded up. The whole- 
sale commodity price index has 
advanced about 5 per cent. Ditto 
the cost of living index, 


Wages Into Prices. 


The price rise has been admin- 
istered. Wage increases in steel, 
automobiles, rubber, and coal had 
validated price increases in steel 
products, automobiles, rubber, 
bituminous and anthracite, and a 
variety of other items—running 
the gamut from hardware to 
clothing. Hardly a day passed dur- 
ing recent weeks without an an- 
nouncement by UPA that ceilings 
had been raised or suspended on 
some item or other. 

This was generally recognized 
—in and out of government. 
When I asked 10 economists 
wiuat would commodity prices 
do the rest of this year, the 
unanimous answer was: “Up.” 
The economists forecast a 9 
per cent rise in wholesale prices 
by Dec. 31, and a 6 per cent 
rise in the cost of living.

Freedom, Austrian Style 


While the Council of Foreign Ministers at 
Paris works slowly down to one of the last items 
on the agenda, “The Austrian Question,” the 
people of Austria are starving to death. Lack 
of food, however, is only a symptom of their ail- 
ment. What is really killing them is power poli- 
tics. The latest and worst exhibition of power 
politics was made by Russia Saturday in an- 
nouncing the seizure of three-fourths of Aus- 
tria’s industry as reparations. 

The effect of the Russian action is to give 
Austria the choice of utter ruin or a 50-50 part- 
nership in its own industry, with Russia—for 
its share—supplying the industry, which belongs 
to Austria in the first place, and Austria supply- 
ing the capital. In more direct words, Russia is 
putting the squeeze on Austria for a 50 per 
cent rake-off on the profits of Austrian industry, 
and for Soviet domination to bring the country 
into a Danubian bloc. 

England and the United States got themselves 
in this fine muddle at Potsdam by renouncing 
all claim to reparations from eastern Austria, 
which is the industrial heart of the country and 
the Russian zone of occupation. Russia has ex- 


. ploited their mistake to the limit by claiming al] 


the industries the Germans seized as well as 
those they built. 

This is a flagrant violation of the London dec- 
laration of 1942, in which the Allies—including 
Russia—put themselves on record as not recog- 
nizing changes of title brought about under Nazi 
occupation. And as the Germans seized every- 
‘thing they could lay hands on, the Russians have 
done the same. 

The Russian move is as surely anschluss as 
was the Nazi annexation of 1938. It places a new 
and intolerable burden on the country at the 
moment when the United States and Britain have 
been hoping to remove the existing burden of 
a crushing and unjustified occupation. 

Austria’s suffering is a violation of the pow- 


ers’ solemn promises, Three years ago, at. 


Moscow, Russia, Britain and the United States 
declared that they “wish to see re-established a 
free and independent Austria and thereby to 
open the way for the Austrian people... to 
find that political and. economic security which 
is the only basis for lasting peace.” Five months 
ago a free and independent Austrian Govern- 
ment was recognized by Britain, Russia, the 
United States and France. 

If either the declaration or the recognition 
meant anything, the burdensome armies of oc- 
cupation are due to get out. They have been an 
expense of $8,000,000 to $35,000,000 a month to 
a country a little larger than South Carolina, 
have eaten the food of the starving, stood in the 
way of economic recovery and prevented the free 
and independent government from functioning. 

Secretary Byrnes believes so. He thinks there 
is no excuse for continued military occupation 
of Austria. That is why he prepared a draft 
treaty, submitted it to the other powers and 
took it with him to Paris this month. Unfor- 
tunately for Austria, it is the key to the hegem- 
ony of Eastern Europe, and the armies stay. 

In the name of ordinary human decency it 
is unthinkable to defer any longer making a 
start toward the reconstruction of Austria. The 
economic wherewithal which Austria must have 
in order to produce for export, and thereby earn 
the foreign exchange to get her economy going, 
must be put within her reach—motor transport, 
railroad materials, metals, alloys, chemicals, 
textile equipment, electric power equipment. A 
loan of $89,000,000 will be required to meet 
these pump-priming needs, in the estimation of 
UNRRA and Austrian economic specialists. 

But as Foreign Minister Gruber of Austria 
says, the essential step is to bring the occupa- 
tion to an end as quickly as possible. The great 
powers, far from helping Austria to assert the 
independence which they have pledged her, far 
from helping her to get back on her feet, are 
an incubus whose removal must precede the first 
constructive measure. Austria must also have 
the industrial wherewithal for recovery, now in 
Russian hands. Until the Council of Foreign 
Ministers has made good on the promises to 
Austria, reconstruction in the Balkans and Hun- 


gary as well will be only an empty word. 
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Mr. May Should Be Sworn 


The disclosure that Chairman May of the 
House Military Committee was not speaking un- 
der oath when he appeared before the Senate 
War Investigating Committee June 4 is abun- 
dant reason why he should appear for formal 
examination by the committee, as Coane 
Mead asks. 

The war profiteering scandal with which May 
has been connected is too serious a matter to 
be disposed of in an offhand manner. It should 
be considered seriously, under circumstances that 
will permit prosecution for perjury in the case 
of false statements. 

Since Mr. May was insistent on having his 
June 4 statement made public by the commit- 
tee, he evidently feels that the appearance 
he has made is sufficient. It is not. Statements 
not under oath are just conversation. The wit- 
ness must be sworn in order to give testimony. 
And testimony is what is wanted from Andrew 
Jackson May. 
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AMA’s More of the Same 


The American Medical Association’s conven- 
tion sent its delegates home to attack the Wag- 
ner-Murray-Dingell health insurance bill with 
a noisy advertising campaign against “regimen- 
tation.” All of this has been heard before, so 
loud and so often that it has become run-down 
repetition, 

For months, by speeches, broadcasts and 
editorializing, the AMA has been making 
raucous noises about Communism, Socialism, 
Fascism and what not in the health bill. Yet 
the measure provides freedom for physicians to 
enter the Federal insurance plan, freedom for 
patients to choose their physicians and vice 
versa and decentralized administration. 

Struggling for a positive substitute, the AMA 
again promises to advertise the virtues of volun- 
tary prepaid medical service. But these volun- 
tary plans reach less than a quarter of the popu- 
lation, and usually are so expensive, or full of 
“extra” fees, or limited to special membership 
groups, that they do not help the people who 
most need adequate medical protection. 

Against the pinprick attack on ill health which 
the AMA proposes stand these constant figures:

No general hospitals in 40 per cent of our coun- 
ties; 7,000,000 persons incapacitated by sickness 
or disability in any 24-hour period; lower-in- 
come families having three times as much sick- 
ness as those with more wealth, but spending 
only one-third as much on medical attention— 


because they can afford no more. 


These figures only bandage’ and hide the ter- 
rible illness and desperation which they chart. 
But they do speak for President Truman’s health 
program and the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill. 
They do not lend themselves to reasonable at- 
tack on the need for national health insurance. 
So the AMA returns to its propaganda prescrip- 
tion, and repeats itself. 
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Another OPA Travesty? 


The determination of some Senators to enact 
another poor travesty of price control argues 
a reckless disregard for the plainly evident con- 
sequences. Have these Senators, for example, 
considered the effect on United States exports? 
Canada, a competitor country, has considered it. 

Canada has raised its dollar to parity with the 
American dollar and taken other measures to 
insulate its economic order from the shock of 
abandoned price controls in the United States. 
Canada held the wartime rise in living costs to 
21 per cent against our 33, and is resolved not 
to lose out now. In the longer view, Canada 
has become an important industrial nation 
since 1941 and is eager to expand further by an 
increase of exports. Now that Canadian goods 
promise to become markedly cheaper than Amer- 
ican, Canadians will outbid Americans on for- 
eign orders. 

The mystery is why members of our Congress 
are so intent on helping Canadian and hurting 
American industry. It is a companion mystery 
with the widespread congressional intent to 
wash away the purchasing power reserves of 
American citizens and to sentence most Ameri- 
can citizens to real distress. 

The prices of meat, dairy products and poul- 
try rose outrageously in one short week without 
price control. Yet the same Senators who got 
these foods exempted in the first Senate bill are 
trying again, It does not seem to bother them 
that if such basic foods are not controlled, other 
controls—including those on wages and rents— 
cannot conceivably be held. 

The Senate Banking Committee has also 
clung to the “automobile dealers’ amendment” 
to give merchants of consumer durable goods 
the highest profits in history—without causing 
a single additional automobile and refrigerator 
to be produced. And it has voted again to dis- 
courage the production of low-cost clothing and 
to hand foods over to the inflationary mercies 
of Secretary Anderson. 

If this be congressional policy, the Congress 
has thrown all reason overboard. Surely, after 
such clear lessons in reason have been read by 
President Truman’s veto, by the behavior of 
prices last week, by the rising sentiment among 
labor leaders to denounce and reopen their wage 
agreements, and now by Canada’s acts, the 
Senate will sustain its committee’s good work 
and correct the bad, against all pleas of its bull- 
headed fanatics. 
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This Week to Register 


There must be thousands of otherwise quali- 
fied voters in St. Louis who have not made 
themselves eligible by registering. They have 
until 5 p.m. Saturday to complete this formal- 
ity for the Aug. 6 primary. 

This year the elections will be of almost 
unique importance. The choice of Senators and 
Representatives, for example, will in large meas- 
ure determine whether our nation fulfills its 
role in the international community or slips back 
into the old digastrous stand-offishness, whether 
we go on to full employment and unparalleled 
prosperity or retrogress into domestic reaction 


and depression. Remember 1920? 


Only in part will those decisions be made in 
November. In large part, the policy of Mis- 
souri’s representatives will be set in August. 
That is because, as always, neglect of the pri- 
mary leaves the voter in November with a Hob- 
son’s choice among candidates. Only by rare 
accident can good officials come from lightly at- 
tended primaries.

Then prove it by registering and voting in both 
the primary and the general election. 
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Portrait of Monopoly 

The cartoonist’s fat monopolist is necessarily 
simplified. Monopolistic arts are practiced in 
such variety that writers, let alone artists, can- 
not begin to describe them, The consequences, 
however, are clear in such portent-heavy figures 
as came the other day from the Senate Small 
Business Committee. Two-thirds of American 
manufacturing is controlled by 250 corporations; 
five of them control nearly half of that. 

There is competition among this elite, but it is 
so abridged that the regulatory influence of Adam 
Smith’s purportedly free market is lost. There 
is virtually no price competition in steel, cement 
and a variety of other commodities, Railroads 
conspire together against the public—and turn to 
Congress for special protection when punishment 
is threatened. An occasional manufacturer has 
outright patent monopoly or controls all the 
good raw materials. The St. Louis Real Estate 
Exchange behaves like a monopoly in attacking 
public housing. Petrillo’s union is a high-handed 
monopoly; so, in varying degree, are the silver, 
cotton, dairy and other blocs. 

The least understood—and probably most dam- 
aging—of restrictive devices occurs in industries 
with a Big Three or Big Five. They are not 
monopolies in the old conspiratorial sense. But, 
with the power of individual bigness, the pro- 
ducers calmly adjust operations for maximum 
short-run profits instead of for long-term stabil- 
ity. Such adjustments lead to nearly identical 
prices, so price competition in this area is al- 
most dead. 

Great private concentrations of economic pow- 
er have invariably led to heavy intervention by 
public authority. Freedom abused leads to the 
death of freedom. The question is whether the 
known preventives of concentration are applied 
now or after the situation has worsened. That 
sounds abstract? Make it immediately concrete 
in Marquis Childs’s statement that crippling price 


control as Senator Taft wishes will further the 


concentration of economic power by liquidating 
more small businesses in the mad riot of prices.

Reform vs. Reaction in China 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Chiang Kai-shek’s Government and Communist opposition are look- 
ing for allies in their conflict, authority says; Communists have won 
over peasants, soldiers and middle class in their region; National- 
ist hold on these elements is weak; big business has yet to take sides, 


Gunther Stein, Far Eastern Correspondent, in the Yale Review : 


News about the present act in the Chi- 
nese renaissance drama and current com- 
ments deal mainly with the foreground of 
the vast stage. It is crowded with figures, 
groups and institutions whose actions must 
seem anachronistic since they are presented 
with ill-fitting modern Western labels like 
“President” and “opposition leader,” “Na- 
tionalist” and “Communist” parties, “Na- 
tional Assembly” and “Constitution.” 


Behind that bewildering foreground are 
the real actors of whom we hear little, the 
people of China, awakened to new political 
consciousness and activity: the masses of 
peasants who are neither so lethargic nor 
80 powerless as might be thought; millions 
of small landlords, merchants and old- 
fashioned gentry, of local officials and army 
officers who have long been the real rul- 
ing class of China and react in various 
ways to the impending surrender of their 
birthrights to social .progress. 


Peasant Pressure on Chiang 


The political stand of the peasantry can 
be summarized as follows. In the Com- 
munist-controlled regions, the large major- 
ity of the peasants seemed to me and other 
foreign observers somewhat better off than 
elsewhere, satisfied with the fundamentals 
of the reforms that have been started, and 
hopeful of achieving their final goals of 
greater agricultural and handicraft produc- 
tivity in a system that gives full scope to 
private property, and of further progress 
towards self-government. 


In the Kuomintang-controlled areas none 
of the peasants appeared to be satisfied 
with the existing systems of land tenure 
and administration. The numbers of those 
who are getting politically articulate and 
active are continuously increasing and 
have in fact contributed largely to the 
increasing pressures for thorough-going re- 
forms which are being brought to bear on 
Chiang Kai-shek. 


Second in importance in the social pic- 
ture of China are the powerful old-style 
village and small-town gentry, numbering 
more than a million families. It is prob- 
ably one of the most important achieve- 
ments of the Communist-sponsored “New 
Democracy” to have won over what seems 
to be a large percentage of the “better” as 
well as the “indifferent” types of gentry in 
the areas under their control. 


A Failure of Kuomintang 


Their land confiscation policies of the 
civil war decade prior to the war with 
Japan were replaced by a general reduc- 
tion of land rents to a flat 40 per cent of 
the tenants’ crops. The resultant losses to 
the landlords were lessened and eventually 
overcompensated by considerable tax re- 
ductions, by the increase of agricultural 
productivity and by the encouragement of 
new profit-making enterprise of landlords 
in small-scale manufacture. 


In Kuomintang-controlled China, by con- 
trast, the Central Government suffered one 
of its most noteworthy failures when its 
policies drove a good part of corresponding 
gentry groups into the arms of the grow- 
ing political opposition. Doubly bled by the 
old local interests and the new, merchants 
and money-lenders suffered almost as much 
as the peasants from corruption and in- 
efficiency on the upper levels of the Ad- 
ministration. 


The millions of soldiers that are atill 


swarming all over China have also become 
a greater factor on China’s: political scene 
than they had ever been; this time not 
mainly as fighting forces but as citizens 
who have had an unusual measyre of po- 
litical education and of experience during 
the war. 


The Communist-led troops are deeply in- 
doctrinated with the reform ideas of the 
“New Democracy,” have taken an active 
part in putting them into effect, and re- 
gard themselves as the pioneers of a new 
China in which the “co-operative” rather 
than an orthodox Communist system seems 
to them both possible and desirable. 


Disaffection Among Troops 


The Nationalist troops, however, seem, 
according to information I gathered, to be 
in a constant conflict between the obedi- 
ence to their officers in which they have 
been trained and a marked aversion to 
fighting for a cause that means little if 
anything to most of them. They, too, are 
peasants, but they got into the army by 
way of a system of conscription so cruel, 
corrupt and wasteful of human lives that 
Gen, Joseph W, Stilwell, Chiang Kal-shek's 
Allied Chief of Staff, insisted for years on 
a drastic change. 


The struggle for allies seems to be fur- 
thest from a decision in the thin stratum 
of “big business” where the modern bank- 
ers, industrialists and traders of the large 
cities are once more faced with a difficult 
choice, as they were during the days when 
paca revolution was at its height 
n 7, 


In 1927, the business interests chose 
Chiang Kai-shek and thus made him the 
ruler of a large part of China. Today many 
of them still seem undecided where to 
throw their support in case the compromise 
solution they favor cannot be brought about. 
The left wing is much less radical than it 
was in 1927, and its popular front policies 
have had surprising success in fostering 
basic agricultural and handicraft produc- 
tion. The performance of the right-wing 
Kuomintang Government, on the other 
hand, has been almost as disappointing to 
big business as it was to the people. 


No Easy Way Out of Conflict 


It is, indeed, difficult for most Chinese, 
as it is for outsiders who are aware of the 
massive forces at work in China today, to 


- believe in the easy way out of a compro- 


mise solution to the elementary issues that 
are at stake. The two sides in the conflict 
cannot possibly be expected to live and 
work peacefully side by side in such a way 
as do the Democrats and Republicans in 
the United States. Their ideas are mutual- 
ly exclusive, and neither can be adapted 
to the other by quick compromise. 


Foreign intervention, however, on one 
side or the other, instead of bringing about 
a quicker and less painful solution, would 
only complicate the conflict, drag it out, 
distort the issues, and make the final] de- 
cision different from what the people of 
China want it to be—a Chinese decision.

And the pur 
pose of life is that he should manufacture 
a soul, and that soul immortal; and his 
very own work.” For the interested audi- 
ence who have watched him at his previ- 
ous autobiographical labors (“I Knock at. 
the Door,” “Pictures in the Hallway”), Sean 
O’Casey now opens his workshop again. 
His first volume revealed his Dublin child- 
hood; his second showed him growing into 
a young man and into the theater; his 
third now presents his adult ws ote 
up to the First wepeys War.

In a literary tae which may be said 
to have begun with Lucian’s “Vision” and 
to have had certain skin grafts, transfu- 
sions and surrealist surgery in a recent 
modest exercise by Salvador Dali, Sean 
O'Casey writes with the wit we exBect from 
the Irish, the authority we get from the 
English and the urbanity we love in the 
French, 

This man, “who has the racy Irish ver- 
sion of English firmly under bit and 
snaffle,” mingles the ordeal of labor as a 
railway navvy, hod-carrier and so on, with 
the bubbling songs of Ireland astir.

The outcome of the negotiations 
over Trieste is a concrete illustra- 
tion of this governing principle in 
our affairs. It was impossible to 
draw a single frontier which Italy 
and Yugoslavia and the four great 
powers would accept. The Italians 
and the Yugoslavs are so inter- 
mingled in the province of Vene- 
zia Giulia that no boundary could 
be marked out which separated 
them. We have been compelled 
therefore to unite them under an 
international government, 


The Italians and the Yugoslavs 
who could not be separated will 
have to try to live together as citi- 
zens of the same territory. The 
great powers which could not 
agree to award the territory to an 
international state have had to 
agree to work iogether as guardi- 
ans and governors of an interna- 
tional state. Instead of a sharp 
dividing line between the Soviet 
Union and the Western powers at 
the head ‘of the Adriatic, there is 
to be a more complicated form of 
co-operation than any of the pow- 
ers desired or believed in. 


Italy’s Colonies. 


The same principle—that the 
only cure for disunity is more 
unity—will govern us as we come 
to grips with many other great 
issues. The four Ministers have 
postponed a settlement of the Ital- 
ian colonies. In the end they will 
be able to agree only on arrange- 
ments which call for a higher de- 
gree of international trusteeship 
than has as yet been seriously dis- 
cussed, 


The strategic importance of the 
Italian colonies is so great, affect- 
ing as they do the future of the 
Mediterranean and the Middle 
East, that the simple solution of 
awarding the colonies to one 
power or another will not be prac- 
ticable. In order to get agree- 
ment, it will be necessary to in- 
vent and construct some much 
more neutral and international 
form of administration in a corps 
of international civil servants 
drawn from small states like Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark, Czecho- 
slovakia and Switzerland. 


_ Backseat Driving. 


We shall have to come, too, to 
higher and more complex co-oper- 
ation in the Middle East. The is- 
sues in Paléstine, Iran, and amon 
the Arab states, are insoluble by 
any kind of division, such as ex- 
isted in the past, into a British 
and a Russian sphere of influence. 
Nor are the prospects of a solu- 
tion improved by the kind of 
indirect American intervention 
which we are now practicing: 
where we support the British 
when they are in conflict with the 
- Russians, and at the same time 
are the backseat drivers when the 
British are dealing with the Arabs 
and the Jews. 


The United States will have to 
enter the Middle East as one of 
the principal powers, not as the

of our time, we are learning that 


we do enter the Middle East as a 
principal power in our own right 
and on our own initiative, we shall 
have to do so as the sponsor of a‘

We cannot stay out of the Mid- 
dle East. We cannot remain 
there as the mere auxiliary of 
Britain. We cannot go in there as 
a third imperial power. We shall 
have, therefore, to enter the Mid- 
dle East as the proposer and back- 
er of a better order of life for 
all the peoples concerned. 


Beyond the Veto Power. 


The same necessity will compel 
us to go forward to greater union 
in the prevention of war. The 
American plan for controlling 
atomic energy is by all odds the 
most far-reaching international 
proposal ever made by a national 
government. As the plan is ex- 
amined and debated, it will tran- 
spire that the. plan cannot be put 
into operation without transcend- 
ing not only the veto power but 
the sovereignty of nations in the 
realm of atomic energy and the 
weanons of mass destruction. 

The Russians will find ‘that the 
veto cannot be retained if atomic 
energy is to be controlled. We 
shall find that the veto cannot be 
renounced and the majority rule 
of governments substituted for it. 
We shall all find that there is no 
other solution—if there is to be 
effective administration and en- 
forcement—except to transcend 
the veto of government by insti- 
tuting a regime of world law 
which binds all individuals, and is 
enforceable by national and by 
international policing powers and 
tribunals. 


Intermingled Interests. 


It is hard for any of us these 
days to believe in these ideas: 
they seem impossibly difficult to 
put into practice, and a thousand 
learned, emotional, cynical, skep- 
tical and despairing reasons can. 
be adduced as to why the great 
principle of more union, rather 
than of less, will not prevail. | 


Nevertheless, the great principle 
will prevail] and willy-nilly we are 
compelled to follow it—as we were 
compelled at Paris over Trieste, as 
we are in the Bronx over atomic 
For there is no alterna- 
tive to greater union, The inter- 
ests of mankind are so _ inter- 
mingled that they cannot be 
separated distinctly into national 
compartments alone, or into sepa- 
rate empires, 

They are so intermingled that 
even tho dread prospect of war, 
which so many talk about so 
thoughtlessly, becomes impossible 
—if for no other reason than that 
another war could not be an inter- 
national war with a clearly de- 
fined battle line separating the 
belligerents: it would Be a civil 
war and anarchy over so great a 
part of the inhabited globe that

The New Terror. 


For instance, there is Czecho- 
slovakia, where a generation ago 
Thomas G. Masaryk founded a re- 
public based on humane and lib- 
eral principles. Censorship may 
distort or blot out what Ameri- 
can correspondents write from 
there, but as long as Czech news- 
papers reach this country, it can- 
not blot out what a few brave 
Czech publicists still dare to 
write in their own papers about 
their own country. 

On May 19, Ferdinand Perout- 
ka, leading Czech editorial writer, 
a graduate of Buchenwald, wrote 
in Svobodne Noviny: 

“If we write of things that have 
nothing to do with the Communist 
party — for instance, that experts 
should not be carelessly expelled 
from industries; that mistakes of 
workmen's councils should be rec- 
tified: that crimes committed dur- 
ing the revolution should be pun- 
ished; that certain public officials 
are unfit for office by reason of 
repeated criminal records; that we 
want liberty; that our police 
should behave more humanely 
than the Gestapo; that our life 
should be based on humanity; that 
the innocent should not be pun- 
ished—then some Communist head 
pops up contending that it has 
been hit. ... Shall we then be 
better citizens if we hold our 
tongues? When, from the building

PHILADELPHIA, July 8 (AP) 
—A document embodying the pro- 


posed basis of union between the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A. 
and the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the U.S.A. was released 


yesterday in a joint announcement 
by the two churches. The docu- 
ment was released by Dr. William 
Barrow Pugh of Philadelphia, 
stated clerk of the General As-, 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in the U.S.A., and Dr. Alexander 
Zabriskie of Alexandria, Va., sec- 
retary of the Episcopal Commis- 
sion or Approaches to Unity. 

A spokesman said that if the 
churches merge it would affect 
2,000,000 Episcopalians and 2,175,- 
000 Presbyterians. Dr. Pugh and 
Dr. Zabriskie said the document 
provides a formula for the “mu- 
tual recognition of orders and the 
extension of authority of the 
clergy of both communions.” 

The entire proposal is to be sub- 
mitted to the Episcopal triennial 
general convention at Philadel- 
phia in September. Episcopal 
Church representatives said they 
will recommend that the various 
articles in the proposal be studied 
in all the dioceses and missionary 
districts of their chureh for de- 
cision of the membership.

after the first few seconds. The 
rolling cloud at the top turned to 
pure white and continued to rise 
up to about 30,000 feet. Even at 
19 miles a faint heat wave was 
noticeable to me but no water dis- 
turbance was visible. 


Blast Like Low Thunder. 

After two minutes, the noise of 
the blast could be heard like low, 
rolling thunder. There was no 
sensation of shock again because 
of the distance, 

The cloud continued rising and 
changed color from orange to 
lavender to peach tints. The deep 
purple color which was visible in 
the land shots was not present, 
probably because of the absence 
of dust and sand. 

The drone planes, mothered by 
piloted planes out of range of the 
cloud, darted in and out of cloud 
formation like so many bees. 
These planes were collecting sam- 
ples of radioactive material in air 
chambers for complete chemical 
analysis. One drone plane as it 
entered the cloud was driven up- 
ward by the rush of air and was 
lost by its mother plane. It was 
picked up some 100 miles away, 
brought back on course and landed 
safely with its samples intact. 

Drone boats mothered by de- 
stroyers by remote control en- 
tered the lagoon a few hours after 
the explosion to collect samples 
of water for analysis of ‘the radio- 
active content. 

After two hours, the man-made 
cloud was still visible, drifting 
northeast where no harm would 
be caused, The meteorologists 
came through this test with hon- 
ors, as all their predictions of a 
clear day with no cloud cover and 
and the direction of the winds 
was accurate in every detail. The 
fact that the test was accom- 
plished on the day that had been 
scheduled months ago was a lucky 
break. We had expected that we 
might have to suffer a delay of 
days and maybe weeks waiting for 
the proper weather conditions, 


Steam Back to Bikini. 

Tater in the day we started 
steaming slowly back to Bikini. 
As we crowded the deck, we 
studied the target area with our 
binoculars and at first glance 
were disappointed to see so many 
masts visible, although clouds of 
smoke were pouring from some 
of the ships. 

As we drew into the mouth of 
the lagoon we could see that 
some ships were missing and that 
there were fires aboard the Car- 
rier Independence, two of the 
battleships and several transports 
and oilers. 

Late that afternoon preliminary 
reports came through that two 
destroyers and two transports had 
been sunk, a submarine, a carrier 
and the Japanese cruiser Sakawa 


battleships and two cruisers were 
heavily damaged and many ships 
seared by the heat from the bomb.

happened to the crews not only 
from the searing heat but also 
‘from the radioactivity generated 
‘by the bomb. 

It will be many days, however, 
Before the 
radiological effects can be fully 
assessed. Possibly the number of 
sunken ships (final reports placed 
the number at five) would have/e 
been much greater if the bomb 
had landed closer to the target 
ship Nevada. 

Apparently Operation Crossroads 
was a successful demonstration 
again of this terrible weapon. 
Imagine a crowded Pearl Harbor, 
Mare Island or New York Harbor 
filled with figniing and commer- 
cial ships and one lone bomber 
armed with an atomic bomb over- 
head. In seconds, our ships would 
be destroyed, the crews incapaci- 
tated and the port facilities turned 
into a shambles. Subsequent tests

the best instrumented experiment 
in history. ThouSands of highly 
technical instruments to measure 
blast and shock effects and radio- 
logical phenomena were strategi- 
cally placed on target ships, on 
shore and in the lagoon proper 
to obtain a complete record of 
data which by necessity were not 
available from the three previous 
shots. The interpretations of these 
reports will require months of 
study on the part of hundreds of 
technical personnel. 

As a result of this operation, 
our knowledge of the atomic bomb 
and its terrible consequences has 
been immeasurably increased. 
Quantative information on blast, 
shock, radioactivity and ship dam- 
age was a prime necessity for a 
better understanding appreciation 
of this weapon. We have seen 
what it will do over land, now 
we know what it will do at sea 
and in ports and harbors. In my 
opinion all the time, effort and 
expense of Operation Crossroads, 
including the subsequent under- 
water test, is justified in bettering 
our understanding and realization 
of the potentialities of the nuclear 
explosions. 

One should be careful not to 
judge the success of the Bikini 
test by the number of ships sunk 
and damaged. The important fac- 
tor is that the fourth atomic bomb 
has been exploded with practically 
the same destructive power of the 
previous three bombs, that this 
bomb can be manufactured con- 
sistently and uniformly and that 
if we in the United States can do 
it other nations will follow at 
some time in the future. 

It is well for all of us to realize 
this latter point in assessing the 
damage done in this test. 

It looks as if the time has come 
when we—all the nations of the |———— 
world— must get together and lay 
the cards on the table to devise 
some means of internationally |:

WORDS TO WATCH 
GUE does not rhyme with 
A “vague.” Give the word two 
syllableg an. accent the first, 
thus: AY-gew. , 

The word hauteur, “haughty 
manner,” is in the average vocab- 
ularly, but it is a literary word. 
Th&t is to say, one rarely uses it 
in conversation or in informal 
discourse, The most frequent | mis- 
pronunciation is “HAW-ter,” by 
association with “haughty.” 

Hauteur is French, and stems 
in the word haut, “high, h,” pro- 
sounced: oh, Cinitiat “— is never 
pronounced in French or in any 
other of the Romance languages.) 
The first-choice English pronun- 
ciation of hauteur is: hoe-TER. 
The second choice is as the 
French say it: oh-TER. 

The v.ord horizon, in Shake- 
speare’s day, was accented on the 
first syllable, thus: “HAWR-i- 
zun,”.a pronunciation which Noah 
Webster preferred in his original 
dictionary (1828), but which his 
contemporaries held as obsolete. 
All present-day authorities accent 
horizon on the second syllable, 
which rhymes with “by, my,” 
thus: hoe-RY-2’n. In Standard 
American speech, however, the 
“o” of the first syllable is usually 
obscured, thus: huh-RY-2z’n, 

The word sacrilegious, to most 
of us, appears to be the opposite 
ot the word “religious.” But the 
two words are not related. Reli- 
gious is ‘from the Latin religio, 
“restraint; taboo.” Sacrilegious is 
from 'sacrilegus, “one who picks 
up (steals) sacred objects.” 

Note that the -rilegious of sac- 
rilegious does not spell the word 
“religious.” In best usage, the “e” 
in the third syllable of sacri- 
legious has the long (ee) sound, 
thus: SAK-ri-LEE’juss. 

St. Louis: Please give the cor- 
rect pronunciation of “malinger” 
and “malingerer.”—H.M.S. 

Answer: e “g” is hard, as in 
“finger.” Say muh-LING-ger, and: 
muh-LING-ger-er. A malingerer 
is one who feigng illness to es 
cape duty.

Sweet and Sour Beef Heart 


One beef heart, eight-ounce 
package noodles, four tablespoons 
butter or margarine, three table- 
spoons, drippings, water to cover, 
salt and pepper, two tablespoons 
butter or margarine, two table- 
spoons flour, two cups mreat stoqk, 
four tablespoons vinegar, two ta- 
blespoons hrown sugar, one bay 
leaf, one-eighth teaspoon thyme, 
two whole cloves. 

Wash heart thoroughly and re- 
move hard parts. Cook noodles in 
boiling salted water, drain and add 
butter or margarine. Fill heart 
with noodles and place skewers 
across opening during cooking. 
Brown on all sides in drippings. 
Add a small amount of water. 
More may be added from time to 
time as needed. Season with pep- 
per and salt. Cover tightly and 
simmer three to four hours or un- 
til tender. Remove heart from 
meat stock and make sweet-sour 
sauce as follows: Sift flour into 
melted butter or margarine, add 
meat stock and cook, stirring con- 
stantly until thickened. Add re- 
maining ingredients and allow to 
simmer 15 minutes. Reheat heart 
in sauce and serve hot with sauce 
poured over heart. 


Summer Salad. 


This salad is a molded affair | 


and pretty to look at as well as 
good to eat, 

Soften two tablespoons of plain 
gelatine in a little cold water and 
dissolve it in one-half cup of boil- 
ing water. Let cool a bit. Add to 
it one and one-half cups of mayon- 
naise, lemon juice (a good bit, to 
give character, unless you prefer 
a little vinegar), salt, a couple of 
drops of tabasco sauce and a 
spoonful of grated onion. 

Separate the yolks and whites 
of 12 hard-cooked eggs. Run the 
yolks through a ricer or sieve and 
chop the whites fine, Put a layer 
of yolks in an oiled ring mold and 


add half the gelatin mixture, a 


layer of chopped green pepper and 
parsley. Cover with the whites and 
top with the remaining gelatin. 

Chill until firm, unmold on plat- 
ter and fill center with any veg- 
etable saled. Garnish with lettuce 
and watercress and serve with 
Frenth dressing. 


My Day . -o.

HYDE PARK, Sunday 

ESTERDAY was one of those 
Y vusy days which this quiet 

country life sometimes brings! 
Among others, Judge and Mrs. 
Samuel Dickstein came up from 
New York City to lunch. They 
brought me a very lovely painting 
which I wish with all my heart my 
husband were here to enjoy.- The 
artist, who gave it to Judge Dick- 
stein, left a little legend pasted on 
the back. This tells that the pic- 
ture was painted on order in 1870 
for Mrs. Edward Delano by an 
artist in Antwerp, Belgium, and 
that in 1872 he brought it home to 
“Algonac,” Newburgh, N. Y., which 
wag the home of my husband's 
grandfather, Warren Delano, 
whose brother, Edward Delano, 
lived with him when he was not 
traveling in different parts of the 
world 

It is a little mysterious to me 
how it found its way back into 
the artist's possession, but I am 
certainly glad to have it, for as a 
painting I like it very much. I 
shall lend it to the library now 
and then, but for the most part 
I think I will keep it hanging 
here and enjoy it for a time at 
least. 

I am most grateful to Judge 
Dickstein for bringing this paint- 
ing up and for wanting it even- 
tually to find its home in the 
library among the other family 
possessions. Other gifts which the 
judge presented to my husband 
are already in the library. 

In going through some of my 
mother-in-law’s “stored away in 
the attic” possessions, which I am 
gradually unpacking, I found yes- 
terday some of my husband's 
father’s old English-made tweeds. 
I shall give these to the library 
also, because there is a date on 
the maker’s label inside the pock- 
et. These handmade tweeds have 
been in existence more than 50 
years! I wonder how many of 
the materials we are buying today 
will be found in old trunks and 
still have good wear in them, 50 
years from now! 

I woke early this morning and 
was happy to see blue sky and 


the sun just coming over the trees 
and shining on my sleeping porch. 
It seemed a peaceful time to fin- 
ish reading Howard Fast’s “The 
American.” As I closed the last 
page of the book, I found myself 
sorry to say goodby to Peter Alt- 
geld. A truly American product, 
he developed slowly. He searched 
all his life for inner satisfaction 
and, finally, found that when he 
fought for other people he was 
fighting the only fight that was 
really worth while. 

It is good for us to read this 
story of the control, through 
money, that was so completely in 
the hands of a few people in those 
earlier days. The Government 
and the people in Government po- 
sitions responded in that era to 
the strings held by the men of 
great wealth. Human nature be- 
ing what it is, and education hav- 
ing to take place all over again 
in every generation, it is well to 
read this record—so interestingly 
presented in this book, the people 
may not be as easily fooled today 
as they were then. But their 
freedom depends on their constant 
vigilance and understanding, and 
on their courage. 


Barley Soup 


A good substantial soup makes 
a fine main course for auheon 
in summertime, being easily di- 
gested and wonderfully nourishing 
without being heavy. 

About two ounces of pear! barley 
are simmered — but not boiled — 
with two sliced onions, two sliced 
carrots, a bay leaf and some 
minced parsley In two quarts of 
chicken stock or broth for about 
three hours. 

Then the soup is removed from 
the fire and two beaten egg yolks 
and a cup of hot milk are added.

Cook 
until thickened, stirring to keep 
smooth, Beat three egg yolks 
slightly, add a little of the thick- 
ened mixture, return to double 
boiler and cook two minutes. Beat 
the three egg whites until stiff 
but not dry, add one-third cup 
sugar gradually and continue beat- 
ing until stiff enough to hold 
peaks. Fold one-third of meringue 
into the custard. Add one-half 
teaspoon rum or vanilla. Cool 
rapidly.

Hollywood Star—on the Trumpet 


Frankie Zinzer of St. Louis H

OST musicians who provide 
IY notes for Hollywood’s movies 

work in obscurity. They turn 
out great stuff, get paid well for 
it, let the director take all the 
credit. ' 

Among Hollywood’s top-flight 
tooters ig Frankie Zinzer, a St. 
Louisan who, by nature, shies 
from publicity, but who, also by 
nature, gives with such fine trum- 
pet that he’s held down the first 
trumpet chair in the Paramount 
studio orchestra for the last 14 
years. And there, brother, is a 
job that calls for someone who 
can do more than jam in B flat 
or, rip off all of Sousa’s marches 
from memory. | 

Zinzer recently paid relatives 
here one of his infrequent visits, 
and, with gentle prodding, broke 
down and talked a little about 
himself. -Casually he mentioned 
this somewhat special! distinction: 
Zinzer is Betty Hutton’s favorite 
trumpet player. The Blond Bomb- 
shell won't make a flicker or cut 
a platter unless Frankie is 
perched in the first trumpet chair 
of the band accompanying her. 

Frankie reminisced of his musi- 
cal start in St. Louis. He began 
charting his career at the age of 


eight when, bored with piano les- . 


sons, he saw more adventure in 
his brother Freddie's trumpet It 
was duck soup. Possessed with 
that rare musical gift of perfect 
pitch and a good lip, the lad blew 
for two years before he learned 
to read trumpet music. He would 
stretch out on the sofa at home 
and improvise on every familiar 
melody he knew. 

By now the horn was his life, 
so he began studying it seriously 
with Joe Huber, a blind teacher 
noted for his non-pressure method 
of playing, Zinzer recalls how Hu- 
ber could walk up to a trumpet 
hanging from the ceiling by string 
and, without touching the instru- 
ment, blow a note in the vicinity 
of high C. It was from Huber 
that Frankie got his rudiments 
and got them well. 

His first dance band job was at 
Castlewood, on the Meramec riv- 
er, where he got $4 a night for 
blowing his head off. At 14, he 
played with a dance band for a 
summer at an Arkansas resort. 
By 15, he was sitting in occasion- 
ally for the late Bix Beiderbecke, 
the almost-legendary jazz cornet- 
ist. It was at the old Arcadia ball- 
room out on Olive street (where 
Tune Town is now). While Bix 
would go across the street to 
quench his thirst, Frankie would 
hold his own with such éontempo- 
raries of Bix as Frankie Tram- 
bauer and Pee Wee Russell. 
Frankie still has great admiration 
for Bix and can match Bix’s re- 
laxed style of playing almost per- 
fectly.

HE kid trumpeter was now in 
demand. There were jobs with 
local bands, including the Cliff 
Wassall Varsity Club ‘Orchestra, 
which played at the Jefferson Ho- 
tel in winter, the Sunset Inn 
Country Club in summer, Ted Fio 
Rito came to the Chase Hotel in 
1925 and when his first trumpeter 
had to leave for two weeks 
Frankie was asked to substitute. 
He did so well that Fio Rito of- 
fered him a job. But Frankie's 
parents thought him too young to 
leave home, At 18, however, 
Frankie got permission to go with 
Max Fisher’s band on a road tour 
with the show “Good News.” He 
wound up in California, has been 
glad ever since that he took Hor- 
ace Greeley’s advice. 

The talkies were going good 
when Zinzer began playing for 
them. His first big picture was 
“Street Scene’ in 1931, then Ronald 
Colman’s “Arrowsmith” and Joan 
Crawford’s “Rain.” Next year he 
took over the studio’s first trump- 
et chair and hasn’t missed an ac- 
tual recording session there since. 

Zinzer also played in 1931 with 
Gus Arnheim’s band at the Cocoa- 
nut Grove in Los Angelés. The 
Rhythm Boys, with a guy named 
Bing Crosby, were with the band, 
and Zinzer chuckles now as he re- 
calls that he was making more 
than Crosby. Arnheim’s band went 
east, but Zinzer stayed with Arn- 
heim’s lead sax, Jimmie Grier, 
who organized a band. He was 
first trumpet and Donald Novis’ 
was featured singer. 

Zinzer gave up the dance band 
work when the, studio offer came, 
He's been with Paramount ever 
since, but has occasionally been 


loaned to other studios for work 


and has been doing more and 
more work with bands making 
phonograph records,

INZER has done recording for 
many movies and has ghosted 
for a number of trumpet solos. 
For instance in 1937's “Swing High, 
Swing Low,” Fred MacMurray 
went through the motions of a 
trumpet player, Zinzer blew the 
notes. It was the same for the 
“playing” Jack Carson did in 
1941’s “Blues in the Night” and 
one of Brian Donlevy’s solos in 
“Birth: of the Blues.” 

But these things don’t bother 
Zinzer. Playing trumpet is his liv- 
ing and as long as he gets paid 
for it he’s satisfied. And he’s do- 
ing pretty well financially. As a 
first chair man, he gets union 
pay of $26 an hour for studio work, 
with a guarantee of at least 10 
hours work a week, plus pay and 
a half for overtime. Phonograph 
records and other extra-curricular 
work mean additional lettuce. 

Zinzer sticks mainly to straight 
trumpet parts in movies and on 
records, leaves the jazz licks for 
others. This doesn’t mean, how- 
ever, that he can’t play hot. He 
keeps his lips tough by playing 
jazz anonymously with small white 
or Negro groups in night spots on 
“the strip” in Hollywood. Every 
Tuesday night he jams at the 
Driftwood Cafe, near his home in 
North Hollywood, with Freddie 
Slack, Ray Linn, Artie Bernstein, 
Stan Wrightsman, Nick Fatool and 
musicians of that ilk.

in few of the movies he’s recorded 
for. However, in a forthcoming 
movie there’s a scene in whic 
Tony Romano sings “If I Coul 
Be With You.” In its filming, 
Frankie started to wipe buckets 
of perspiration from his face 
when the director screamed: 
“Leave it that way. That’s just 
the. atmosphere I want.” So in 
the movie “The Man I. Love,” 
Zinzer is the sweating, hard- 
working trumpet player who's 
photographed closeup. 

Betty Hutton was making her 
first movie, “The Fleet's In,” when 
Zinzer became her good luck 
charm. She was hitting sour ones 
and was about to blow her top 
when Zinzer suggested a little of 
what doctors recommend for snake 
bite. It took persuasion, but Betty 
finally accepted Zinzer’s prescrip- 
tion. It worked. Since then he 
has played in all her movies, on 
all Hutton record hits such as 
“His Rocking Horse Ran Away,” 
“Doctor, Lawyer, Indian Chief” 
and her current ones, “My Fickle 
Eye” and “Where Ever There's 
You, There’s Me.” 

Zinzer plays first trumpet on a 
lot of record hits. Among them 
are Carmen Cavallaro’s “Polo- 
naise,” and the Pied Pipers’ 
“Dream.” He did the muted solo 
with Vic Schoen’s band on the 
Andrews Sisters’ “Rum and Coca 
Cola,” was also in the band for 
the Crosby-Andrews Sisters hit, 
“Don't Fence Me In.” For this 
one, he tells how Bing came to the
